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Progress Report 


At the annual meeting of the Academy of Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology in Chicago on 
October 17, Thornton Zanolli and Grover Coil met with a steering committee composed of some 
fifteen members of the Academy and other interested persons to discuss the rapprochement be- 
tween our Society and the Academy. The result of the meeting was very encouraging and Dr. 
Richard Marcus was elected chairman of a committee of otologists, audiologists and representa- 
tives of our Society to explore the subject of an educational program for and a foundation upon 


which continued cooperation could be maintained with our Society. Watch the January issue for 
further information. 


Misleading Names in the Hearing Aid Field 


The Federal Trade Commission has frequently taken action against firms organized for profit 
but. masquerading as schools, research organizations or other noncommercial institutions. The 
A.M.A. and the B.B.B.’s likewise oppose these practices whenever it comes within their purview 
and in addition they condemn the use by commercial enterprises of names that have, in the pub- 
lic mind, medical connotations. In the hearing aid field, such misleading names include “clinic” 
— “bureau” — “institute.” In keeping with the requirements for certification, therefore the 
Board cannot in the future consider applications for certification from hearing aid firms whose 
names falsely imply to the public that they are noncommercial enterprises of any kind. 


Classes for Deaf Children Started 
For First Time Under Catholic Auspices 


For the first time a day school program for deaf children under Catholic auspices in the United 
States has been initiated this past September by the Archdiocesan School board, Chicago, in 
cooperation with the Catholic Charity bureau. Hearing aid audiologists will applaud this service 
to children. The three-faceted program undertaken in the Archdiocese for the education of deaf 
and hard-of-hearing children in the Chicago area includes hearing conservation, the establish- 
ment of day classes for deaf children, and a teacher training program at Loyola University. A 
preliminary report issued by the Ephpheta Hearing Conservation Service shows that, from the 
start of the program in October, 1951, through June, 1952, 72,612 parochial grade school children 
received hearing tests, of whom 2,144, or 2.95%, failed to meet the minimum requirements 
and were referred for otological examination. 


Representative of the Hearing Aid Group 
Invited to Appear Before Medical Group 


An interesting assembly in otolaryngology was held October 2, 1952, by the University of 
Illinois College of Medicine. The program’s theme treated the disorders of speech and hearing. 
Of particular interest to hearing aid dealers is the fact that for the first time one of their mem- 
bers was invited to take part in the program. By invitation, Grover C. Coil participated in the 
program by appearing on a panel which discussed the adult and his hearing problem. Taking ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to present the role of the hearing aid dealer to members of the medi- 
cal profession, Mr. Coil brought to the attention of the group the part hearing aid dealers play in 
regard to the supply of the aid, its servicing and factors involved concerning the whole subject of 
supply and distribution of hearing aids. Thus, the appearance of Mr. Coil before the group was 
one more step forward in creating better relations between members of the medical profession 
and the hearing aid dealer. 


American Hearing Society Elects Officers 


Dr. Thomas L. Tolan, Milwaukee, Wisc., was re-elected president of the American Hearing So- 
ciety at its thirty-third annual meeting in Chicago June 27 and 28. 

Others elected to the organization’s national offices were Mrs. Harry W. Rubel, Los Angeles, 
Cal., first vice president; Miss Tracy Copp, Green Bay, Wisc., secretary; Claude W. Kniseley, 
Washington, D.C., treasurer; and Norman C. Napier, also of Washington, assistant treasurer. 
The meeting was attended by members from 42 cities in 21 states.

THE idea of a journal for the Society of Hearing Aid 
Audiologists was born in the minds of many of us long 
before the Society itself came into being. In the early 
days of planning the certification program it was made 
very clear that to be successful, such a program would 
have to include a detailed plan of education readily 
available to everyone interested in the field of hearing 
aid audiology. 

We saw the need for education in the fundamentals of 
our field that would, together with practical experience 
in fitting and servicing hearing aids, prepare an indi- 
vidual to pass the examinations for certification which 
we proposed to set up. Further, we realized the necessity 
of continuing education for those already certified; a 
symposium of new theories, new techniques, and new 
practices helpful to practicing hearing aid audiologists, 
contributed not only by those in our own field but also by 
those in related fields: the otologists, medical and clinical 
audiologists, and the educators. We concluded that a 
journal was the best means of accomplishing these 
purposes. 

Now that the Society has become a reality and we 
have enough members to form a nucleus around which 
we may build, the launching of our journal is the next 
logical step. 

Like parents anticipating the birth of a child, we 
chose the name for our journal long before it was to be 
born. It was Kathryn Lyons who suggested that we call 
our journal The DECIBEL, and it must seem very fitting 
that this word, which honors the work and memory of 
Alexander Graham Bell, which is on the lips of all of us 
each day, should be the name selected for our journal. 
May it also thereby become a watchword for us as well, 
symbolizing the common effort and the common purpose 
of the members of our Society: that we may better serve 
the hard of hearing by increasing our understanding of 
their problems and of the means of solving their 
problems. 

We, therefore, conceive this journal to be sincerely 
dedicated in every page, in every issue, to this purpose. 
The articles and papers as well as the advertising matter 
must reflect this purpose. 

We want our journal to bring us the best thinking on 
our problems, the newest ideas in our field, and the truth

unbiased, by any commercial interest. We want The 
DECIBEL to be the first place to which we may all 
turn for guidance, for instruction, and for inspiration. 

Lest someone think that we are aiming too high, let 
it be stated emphatically at the outset that the aims and 
purposes of The DECIBEL as, indeed, of the Society 
itself, have grown out of a need that has been expressed 
by many of us who have felt that it is long since time 
for us as a group to come into our own; to recognize 
and to be recognized for the best represented among us; 
to speak out on behalf of the notable accomplishments 
in our field; and, finally, to leave no room at all for the 
mediocre, the untrained and the incompetent, either in 
The DECIBEL or in our Society. 

To this end, we are proposing to publish The DECI- 
BEL quarterly. We are deliberately setting up an 
economy of scarcity, so to speak. We do not want to 
try vainly, that is, to collect enough worthwhile 
material to fill up the pages of a monthly publication, 
just for the sake of putting out an issue each month. 
We want the competition for space in our quarterly 
publication to eliminate all but the best material sub- 
mitted, so that each issue will contain only the very 
best material available. We want each issue of The 
DECIBEL to be vital and important in every respect. 
Need we add that in due time we will be very happy 
to be forced, by the abundance of excellent material 
presented, to abandon a quarterly publication in favor 
of a bimonthly publication? 

The DECIBEL will—as this first issue does—publish 
the official registry of individuals and firms that have 
been certified. Additions and corrections to the registry 
will be published as they occur. In addition, the names 
of individuals and firms making application for certifi- 
cation will be published in The DECIBEL in order that 
members of the Society may have the opportunity to 
express to the Board their opinions of the applicants’ 
qualifications before certification is granted. 

The proceedings of the Board will be summarized in 
The DECIBEL following each meeting, in order that the 
membership may be kept closely informed of the actions 
taken by the Board. Members may then voice their com- 
ments and suggestions to the Board for its guidance. 

In addition, the decisions reached in any disciplinary

action will be discussed in The DECIBEL. Thus, the 
entire membership will be able to follow the development 
of the Society’s standards of judgment in these matters. 
Over the years, these decisions will serve as precedents 
upon which subsequent decisions will be made, in accord- 
ance with the bylaws of the Society. 

A word should be said, too, about the circulation of 
The DECIBEL. First of all, of eourse, a copy goes to 
each member of the Society of Hearing Aid Audiolo- 
gists. In addition, a copy will be sent to each otologist 
in the United States. Then, a copy will be sent to each 
member of the International Hearing Aid Association. 
Finally, a copy of this first issue will be sent to every 
hearing aid dealer of record. This adds up to a circula- 
tion, for this first issue alone, of over ten thousand 
copies. The Executive Director will gladly furnish addi- 
tional copies upon request. Since this first issue contains 
the official registry, there may be some members, par- 
ticularly, who will want to have a copy sent to some 
educational institution or social agency. Furthermore, 
in keeping with our original plan, copies of any issue of 
The DECIBEL containing the official registry will be 
furnished upon request to the general public, so that all 
may know who the certified hearing aid audiologists are 
in any community. Thus, it may readily be seen that 
our journal will rapidly increase its circulation with 
each succeeding issue. 

Our advertisers are to be congratulated for cooperat- 
ing with us to set new standards of advertising in The 
DECIBEL. We appreciate their interest in the whole 
certification program and their earnest support of our 
efforts, of which their advertisements in this first issue 
are only one evidence. It is not too much to say that the 
certification program, the founding of the Society, and 


the launching of The DECIBEL have aroused the great- 
est enthusiasm the hearing aid industry has ever seen. 
The ardent cooperation of the manufacturers and sup- 
pliers is necessary, to be sure, but it is none the less 
gratifying. Working together we must be successful 
in this great endeavor. 


In spite of those individuals who have not yet joined 
with us in this cause, those who are eligible but who 
have not applied for certification, those who are “just 
waiting to see what will happen,” or those who mis- 
takenly try to find some ulterior motive in our program, 
or those who, for various selfish reasons, wish to see us 
fail, we are moving forward to success. This first issue 
of The DECIBEL is further concrete evidence of this 
fact. 

Of course, only the sincere efforts of every certified 
hearing aid audiologist to live up to the purposes of the 
Society can really insure our continued success. And we 
want the support of all those individuals who could 
qualify for certification but have not done so. We want 
them to be counted with us and hereby again urge them 
to join with us and grow with us. This endeavor is far 
too important to every one of us to have any qualified 
individuals sitting on the sidelines as mere spectators. 


The officers of the Society and all those who have 
worked together to bring out this first issue of The 
DECIBEL do, however, take pride in the auspicious 
beginning, in what has been accomplished up to the 
present. On this occasion we stretch our hands to the 
future on behalf of our entire membership and all those 
who have dreamed and planned and hoped and prayed 
for the success of our undertaking. This is our oppor- 
tunity. Let us make the most of it.

It shall be a champion of research for the education 
of honest and competent hearing aid dealers, consult- 
ants and technicians to the end that the hard-of-hearing 
public may be better served. 

It shall be a friend to the afflicted and a scourge to 
any who misuse the confidence of the public to exploit 
those with hearing impairments. 


Dependable Hearing 
Aid Service 


A dependable fitting is basically important in every 
purchase of a hearing aid by a hard-of-hearing person. 
It is impossible to deal with this problem without an 
analysis of some sort. In fitting a hearing aid to a hear- 
ing loss, it becomes necessary to make a decision regard- 
ing the values received. 


The Need for Professional 
Designation 


There have been hearing aid dealers of professional 
caliber in the United States for many years. But they 
have been comparatively few in number. Prior to the 
establishment of the Society of Hearing Aid Audiolo- 
gists, it was almost impossible to identify specialists 
who were fully competent and of good repute because 
they had no recognized professional designation. 

Professional men in the fields of medicine, law, ac- 
counting and teaching can be easily identified since 
there are professional designations in those fields. The 
individual in need of expert hearing aid counsel or 
service has had to rely on personal judgment in select- 
ing a dealer. The certification program of the Society 
of Hearing Aid Audiologists designates the qualified 
hearing aid consultants, thus providing both the in- 
dividual and his doctor with a criterion for judgment. 


There Has Been a Need for the 
Society of Hearing Aid Audiologists 


The urgent need for an organization to qualify and 
designate professional hearing aid dealers and consult- 
ants has been recognized for several years by a group 
of men who for more than a decade had steadfastly 
adhered to the scientific principles and professional 
standards in making fittings, and in otherwise serving 
the hard of hearing. 

To meet this need they organized the Society of 
Hearing Aid Audiologists, Inc. The primary function 
of the Society is to create and fully develop an organi- 
zation of truly professional hearing aid audiologists, 
in each of whom could be placed reliance for dependable 
service. 
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Grover C. Coil points out that there is 
a need for professional designation to 
identify competent hearing aid audiologists 


Standards Had to be Established 


It was realized that in order to perform this function 
it was necessary: 

1. To set up standards of certification thoroughly 
adequate to test the individual’s education, experience 
and integrity. 

2. To develop and foster background literature as 
well as professional papers on developments. 

3. To develop and sponsor an educational program 
which would be adequate to help young and inexperi- 
enced consultants perfect their knowledge and tech- 
niques. 


Membership Qualifications 
for Individuals 


A. Training and experience. 

1. Actual experience with supervision in the fitting 
of hearing aids for not less than two years, or 

2. Actual experience in formal apprenticeship with 
supervision equivalent to that of the Veterans’ Training 
program as approved by the Veterans’ Administration, 
or 

3. Outstanding professional attainment generally 
recognized in the industry, which meets special criteria 
approved by the Board, or 

4. Completion of a course of study in the fitting of 
hearing aids in a school approved by the Board as main- 
taining satisfactory standards, receiving a certificate 
or degree from such school certifying to the satisfactory 
completion of said course of study, and one year’s ex- 
perience in the fitting of hearing aids, or 

5. Any satisfactory completion of schooling, experi- 
ence or attainment which the Board shall consider 
clearly to meet the requirements of a qualified hearing 
aid audiologist, provided that written findings are made 
by the Board disclosing the consideration made, govern- 
ing approval of any applicant of these provisions; and 
provided that all experience and supervision required 
under paragraphs 1, 2, 4 and 5 shall be of the type and 
character approved by the Board, and also be required 
to satisfactorily pass a written and oral examination, 
as. approved by the Board, and manually demonstrate 
competency in certain phases of‘ the art. 

B. Competency. 

1. The signatures of three qualified persons, one of 
whom must be a registered physician, and 

2. The signature of his present or last employer, if 
obtainable. If self-employed, a satisfactory document of 
evidence must be submitted with application, and 

3. His own signed statement 

All of which shall provide convincing testimony as 
to the ability of the applicant to meet the basic re- 
quirements hereby set forth as follows: 

The Board shall certify as qualified only those persons 
competent to make ear impressions or casts, to make 
a hearing analysis, and to fit or adjust a hearing aid 
so that it satisfactorily carries out its intended func- 
tions. (Continued on next page) 
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C. Character. 

Satisfactory evidence must be submitted and- the 
Board must be convinced of the applicant’s character 
and integrity before qualifying said applicant for certifi- 
cation. 

The present initial fee for certification shall be $25.00 
($15.00 of which is to be returned if applicant should 
not be approved). The annual renewal fee shall be $10.00 
payable upon receipt of annual renewal billing by the 
Board. Continuance of certification is conditional upon 
renewal of certificate. 


Applicants Required to 
Submit Affidavit 


The applicant shall furnish a statement of his own 
words concerning his qualifications for certification, in- 
cluding reference to the kind of training he has had, the 
outstanding professional attainment he can cite and 
other qualifications. The applicant will make this state- 
ment as long as necessary, including why he believes 
himself qualified to be certified and giving a brief 
summary of the responsibilities at his place of employ- 
ment during the year preceding the date of his appli- 
cation. 

Each applicant shall make the following affidavit: 
“I do hereby affirm that all statements made herewith 
are true and correct to the best of my knowledge and 
belief; and that I will submit to examination for the 
purpose of testing my competency as herein represented, 
at such time and place, and to such extent, as may be 
specified by the Board. And I agree that in the event this 
application is accepted, that I will in no way use any 
title other than CERTIFIED HEARING AID AUDI- 
OLOGIST to indicate any degree, or state of training, 
or knowledge, without first having obtained in writing 
the consent of the National Board for Certification for 
the use of any such title or designation.” 


Membership Qualifications 
for Firms 


A firm shall be interpreted as meaning a hearing aid 
dealer’s establishment engaged primarily in the sale 
of hearing aids at retail. To be qualified for certification 
as a firm requires that the applicant shall: 

1. Have certified hearing aid audiologists in sufficient 
numbers to give personal supervision in all cases. In 
other words, all personnel responsibly related to fitting 
hearing aids must be certified hearing aid audiologists, 
and 
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2. Have a suitable building or place of business which 
provides minimum adequate facilities and proper 
records, which meets all local health and fire department 
specifications applicable to this kind of establishment, 
and with neat and clean facilities, and present evidence 
of adequate Mal-Practice Insurance coverage, and 

3. Provide private fitting or demonstration rooms ade- 
quate for performing the necessary functions, and 

4. Conform to the Trade Practice rules as promul- 
gated by the Society of Hearing Aid Audiologists and 
the Federal Trade Commission. 


Firm Applicants Required 
to Submit Affidavit 


Each applicant firm shall make the following affidavit: 
“TI, the undersigned principal executive of the firm 
named hereon, do herewith make application for certi- 
fication, by and within the Society of Hearing Aid 
Audiologists; and do hereby affirm that all statements 
hereon or appended hereto are true and correct to the 
best of my knowledge and belief. I do hereby consent 
to inspection of the establishment described above by 
the Board or its duly authorized representative.” 


Hearing Aid Audiologists 
Educational Material Being 
Planned 


Progress is being made in the development of profes- 
sional literature. Already available are books accepted 
as basic reference works in the field. Among the authors 
are Bunch, Canfield, Davis, Fletcher, Kopetzky, Salts- 
man, Tolan, Watson and Wever. 

In addition, the Society is developing its own com- 
plete reference and training material. The Society will 
make available a home study course composed of material 
furnished by leading universities, medical audiologists, 
and members of the Society. 

Authorization has been given to make the announce- 
ment that tentative arrangements have been entered 
into with the University of Illinois, and other interested 
parties, to cooperate with S.H.A.A. in developing a 
complete training program and study course for hearing 
aid audiologists. This will include not only the School of 
Medicine but other departments of the University from 
which it may wish to request assistance. 

An important feature of the Society’s educational 
program is the publication of a professional journal, 
the first issue which you are now reading, to be known 
as The DECIBEL 

This magazine is to be strictly an educational and 
professional publication containing both instructive 
articles and papers on hearing aid evaluation, pure tone 
and speech, audiometry, fitting procedures and tech- 
niques and other scientific matter of interest to the 
hearing aid audiologist or apprentice as well as to the 
otologists and others interested in the field of hearing 
aid audiology. 


Rules of Professional Ethics 


A code of professional ethics is being developed for 
adoption by the Society and when put into effect, all 
admitted to membership must adhere to the ethical 
principles promulgated in this code. 


Violation of any principle of this code would subject 
the member to disciplinary action in the form of a repri- 
mand, monetary fines and/or expulsion from the Society. 

The Society solicits the friendly assistance of mem- 
bers of the council and other qualified persons in draw- 
ing this code. Suggestions or comments may be sent to 
Grover C. Coil, Executive Director of the Society, to 
be placed before the committee. 
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American Academy of Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology 
Holds Annual Meeting 


Nearly 5600 attended the 57th and greatest Session of the 
American Academy of Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology Octo- 
ber 12 to 17 in Chicago’s Palmer House where they heard of the 
medical advancements which widen the scope of eye, ear, nose and 
throat specialty. The following are excerpts of papers which 
attracted unusual interest. 


Shows How Anesthesia Accidents 
May be Prevented 


Safeguards against the tragedies of explosions of anesthetic 
agents in operating and delivery rooms were demonstrated at 
the afternoon session of the American Academy of Ophthalmol- 
ogy and Otolaryngology, Wednesday at the Palmer House in 
Chicago. Dr. George J. Thomas, Professor of Anesthesiology at 
the University of Pittsburgh School of Medicine, Pittsburgh, 
who has been studying this subject for the past fourteen years, 
presented the demonstration. 

It has been estimated that one fire or explosion occurs in every 
80,000 to 100,000 administrations of an anesthetic, of which 
there are about 8,000,000 every year, Dr. Thomas said. The 
highest proportion of these catastrophes are caused by static 
electricity, which is generated within the operating room or 
even within the gas machine when highly flammable mixtures of 
gases are used. Other causes are flames and the electric cautery. 

Certain types of material are likely to produce static elec- 
tricity of sufficient intensity to ignite the gases used as anes- 
thetics, Dr. Thomas said. These include silk, wool, rubber, syn- 
thetic fabrics such as rayon and nylon, and plastic materials. 
Nylon or sharkskin uniforms worn in the operating room may 
be dangerous, and so are mattresses made of rubber or covered 
with non-conductive rubber sheeting. Shoes with soles of com- 
position rubber may carry a dangerous electrostatic charge. 


Dr. Thomas stressed the importance of having floors of con- 
ducting material, efficient grounding or the use of wet towels 
to minimize the hazards of explosions. He also urged that non- 
flammable anesthesia be used insofar as possible as another 
means of avoiding the danger. 


Otolaryngology 


Medical Advances Widen Scope of 
Ear, Nose and Throat Specialty 


The ear, nose and throat specialist of today has a broader 
opportunity than ever before to reach his ultimate goal of 
preventing and curing disease, Dr. Fletcher D. Woodward, Char- 
lottesville, Virginia, declared in his adress as the guest of 
honor at the annual meeting of the American Academy of Oph- 
thalmology and Otolaryngology at the Palmer House, Chicago, 
Monday morning. 

There was a time when otolaryngology was concerned with 
local application of a few drugs to relieve symptoms and with 
a few standard operations for the purpose of draining mastoids 
or sinuses, and removing tonsils and adenoids, Dr. Woodward 
said. Today, the physician who devotes himself to this field must 
deal with allergy in its myriad manifestations, which have 
brought him into closer touch with general medicine, even 
including psychiatry. He must be prepared to understand and 
combat the extension of the diseases from his restricted field 
to the head, neck and chest. When he encounters cancer he must 
become familiar with the use of the x-ray, radium and radio- 
active isotopes, as well as a variety of surgical procedures. 

Plastic surgery is another subject he must master, for it is 
frequently called for to correct defects of the ear, nose, face 
and neck, Dr. Woodward continued. Moreover, the otolaryn- 
gologist sees many disorders of function which he may relieve 
“without calling for help from his overworked colleagues in 
psychiatry and speech therapy,” he said. “The proper balance 
of work, play, rest, sleep and responsibility, rather than sexual 
conflict, will be found to be the answer to most of such dis- 
orders.” Patients in whom actual mental disease is suspected 
should of course be referred promptly to the psychiatrist and 
those who need treatment for speech difficulties should see a 
trained speech therapist, he added. 

Dr. Woodward commended the Academy for its establishment 
of a Committee on Conservation of Hearing, which has aided 
many institutions in setting up departments of audiology, many 
states to support preventive programs and industry in its efforts 
to devise quieter machines and methods of soundproofing. He 
then urged that the Academy set up standards of vision and 
hearing to be used in the examination of automobile drivers, 
and that it support the American Medical Association in its 
efforts to establish tests for drunkenness, minimum physical 
requirements for drivers and better automobile design.

Find Allergies Responsible for Ear Disease 


Allergy is being recognized more and more as a factor in 
stubborn cases of disease in the ear, it appeared from a paper 
presented Thursday afternoon before the American Academy of 
Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology at the Palmer House, Chi- 
cago, by Dr. Eugene L. Derlacki of Chicago. 


The membranes lining the ear are exactly the same kind as 
those in the nose and sinuses, which are extremely susceptible 
to allergic disease, Dr. Derlacki pointed out, and the outer part 
of the ear is covered with the same skin as the rest of the 
body, also notoriously sensitive to allergy-producing substances. 


Discussing diagnosis of allergic disease in the ear, Dr. Der- 
lacki said that there is no single conclusive test to prove the 
presence of allergy. He was inclined to think that both phy- 
sicians and the public may rely too strongly on the now familiar 
skin tests alone, valuable as it is. The only sure proof, he said, 
is to treat the patient either by injections of the suspected sub- 
stances or by removing such substances from the environment, 
then observe whether the symptoms return when treatment is 
stopped. 


In collaboration with Dr. George E. Shambaugh, Dr. Derlacki 
studied 993 new patients and found in 115, or 11.6 per cent, 
of them that allergy was the cause of the trouble. The usual 
treatment for such diseases was of no avail but when the 
patients were studied for allergies, they were found to be 
sensitive to such varied substances as drugs, cosmetic products, 
food and inhalants including dust, feathers and pollens. 


In one instance a young Army officer suffered for four months 
from itching and a discharge from both ears. After careful 
questioning, the physicians found that he had a habit of eating 
chocolate fudge almost every night and that the symptoms 
would start about four hours afterward. A woman who had an 
operation on the bone in her ear recoveréd from the operation 
with improvement in hearing, but the site of the operation 
refused to heal. She was found to be sensitive to wheat and 
was cured when she omitted wheat from her diet. 


Allergy of the middle ear has been mistaken for chronic otitis 
media, and a large proportion of Dr. Derlacki’s and Dr. Sham- 
baugh’s patients suffered from this painful condition. One 
woman Who said she had had ear trouble all her life was 
relieved when she had injections of an extract of house dust, 
they reported. 


As to the inner ear, allergy has been incriminated again in 
a condition characterized by an accumulation of fluid, a kind 
of “dropsy of the ear,” Dr. Derlacki said. The patient complains 
of a sense of pressure and of roaring in the ear, accompanied 
by attacks of vertigo. In these cases it is often difficult to 
identify the cause with any certainty, because the symptoms 
fluctuate greatly. If, as is often the case, the person has other 
allergic afflictions, the chances are good that allergy is also 
at the root of his ear troubles. One woman was sensitive to 
dander from her dog, and was relieved when she disposed of 
the animal. 


Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat 
Specialists Elect Officers 


Dr. John J. Shea, Memphis, Tennessee, was named President- 
Elect of the American Academy of Ophthalmology and Oto- 
laryngology Thursday afternoon at the annual meeting in the 
Palmer House. Dr. Shea, a graduate of New York University 
in 1911, specialized in diseases of the ear, nose and throat and 
has practiced in Memphis since 1914. He has long been active 
in the affairs of the Academy, having been its vice president in 
1924 and having served on its council 1929 to 1932. In addition, 
he has served as chairman of the section on diseases of the 
ear, nose and throat of the American Medical Association; is 
a member of the American Board of Otolaryngology, a body 
which certifies specialists, and a member of the Council of the 
American Otological Society. He is a member of various other 
professional societies, including the Southern Medical Associa- 
tion, the American Laryngological, Otological and Rhinological 
Society, and the American Otological Society. 


The incoming president is Dr. Frederick C. Cordes of San 
Francisco, who was chosen president-elect at the 1951 meeting 
of the Academy. He will assume the presidency in January 1953, 
and Dr. Shea will succeed him in January 1954. 


The Academy elected three vice presidents: Dr. T. C. Gallo- 
way, Chicago; Harvey Thorpe, Pittsburgh, and Henry B. Orton, 
Newark. Dr. S. Rodman Irvine, Los Angeles, was made a member 
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of the Council. The next annual meeting will be in Chicago, 
and the following year’s session will be in New York City, in 
conjunction with the Seventeenth International Congress of 
Ophthalmology. 


Describes New Operation for Torn Retina 


A new type of operation which offers hope in otherwise hope- 
less cases of detached retina was described at the annual meet- 
ing of the American Academy of Ophthalmology and Otolaryng- 
ology in Chicago by Dr. Milton L. Berliner, New York. 

Various operations for the same purpose have been tried, 
but they were followed by such severe complications that 
surgeons soon gave them up. The principle of the new pro- 
cedure, which consists of removing a section of the sclera 
(the “whites of the eyes” in a special way so as to make it fit 
the damaged retina, has been suggested by several eye surgeons 
in different countries. Last spring a French surgeon reported 
his experience with the operation, which he used in “bad” cases 
in conjunction with heat applied by means of electric current, 
with 70 per cent success. Dr. Berliner observed that success 
may be expected in from 70 to 90 per cent of “good” cases 
treated in the usual way. 

Dr. Berliner said he had first employed the procedure in 
several desperate cases in which operations had already been 
performed and in which little improvement could be expected. 
The retina was completely torn away from its moorings and 
had been so for more than two years. Encouraged by the results, 
he subsequently began to use the operation in patients who had 
not previously had any treatment. In those cases the improve- 
ment was so great that Dr. Berliner urged other eye surgeons 
to try the method with a view to the accumulation of broader 
experience. He pointed out that such wide experience would 
provide more accurate indications for the use of the operation 
and also lead to improvements in the technic. 


It may be necessary to carry out the operation in several 
stages, Dr. Berliner said. He also emphasized that recovery 
takes longer than recovery following the usual type of operation. 
It is sometimes as long as three weeks before the surgeon can 
be certain that the torn retina has become reattached. This 
is, however, not necessarily due to the operation, but to the 
fact that the original condition was severe, he explained. 


Find Parasite Causes Eye Disease 


Persistent use of blood and skin tests has indicated that 
toxoplasmosis, an infection produced by a parasite known as 


mation of the front part of the eye, Dr. Michael J. Hogan, San 
Francisco, reported Thursday morning to the American Academy 
of Opthalmology and Otolaryngology meeting at the Palmer 
House, Chicago. 

Toxoplasmosis has been recognized as a disease only since 
1923, and. few cases have been reported. Most of them have 
occurred as congenital infections in young children, whose 
mothers have shown no symptoms of such an infection. The 
known cases in adults have been chiefly in laboratory workers 
who have contracted the disease while handling the parasite 
in the laboratory. 

In children the eyes are generally affected, but in the few 
cases seen in adults there have been no:eye symptoms. Eye 
physicians have suspected, however, that occasional infections 
were due to Toxoplasma, but there had been no proof that 
such infection existed until last August, when Mrs. Helenor 
Campbell Wilder of the Armed Forces Institute of Pathology, 
reported that she had identified the parasite in the tissues of 
eyes examined at the Institute. In some of the cases she studied 
the infection had been mistaken for tuberculosis and other 
diseases. 

No one knows yet how human beings acquire the disease, nor 
is it known how the eye becomes affected, Dr. Hogan said. 
The local flare-ups in the eye may be extensions of recent 
disease in other parts of the body or they may result from old 
latent infections. Diagnosis is difficult, he pointed out, because 
there are no characteristic symptoms. Furthermore, the local 
infection may not stimulate the formation in the blood of 
antibodies, the substances with which the body fights infection; 
on the other hand, many persons carry a low level of antibodies. 
In either event, blood tests give little information for the 
physician. Most difficult problem of all is the fact that in 
diseases of the eye, it is nearly impossible to isolate the parasite 
and thus obtain final proof that it is responsible for the disorder. 

Dr. Hogan, with his colleagues, Drs. Phillips Thygeson and 
Samuel Kimura, made a survey of 338 cases of uveitis in an 
effort to ascertain whether toxoplasmosis could be identified 
in any of them. Two types of tests were made: first, a skin 
test, and second, studies with dyes to indicate the presence of 
antibodies in body fluids. 

About 15 per cent of the patients reacted to the skin tests, 
and in over half of them the dye test indicated the presence 
of antibodies. Several in whom the condition of the eyes sug- 
gested toxoplasmosis were studied carefully, with dye tests 
every week from three to six weeks for the purpose of finding 
out whether the level of antibodies fluctuated. In at least two 
cases he concluded that a probable diagnosis of toxoplasmosis 
could be made. It appears, therefor, that toxoplasmosis in the 
eyes is less rare than has been supposed and that it does occur

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Education and Instruction 


Editor’s note: This is the first in a series of educa- 
tional articles by those who are recognized authorities 
in their respective fields. 


Importance of Knowledge of Ear’s Structure 
and Function: 


All of us can profit from an added knowledge of the struc- 
ture, function, and malfunction of the ear. This is particu- 
larly true for those of you who are interested in a program 
of education designed to improve the quality of service 
available to patients with hearing disabilities. As you learn 
more of the complexity of the ear, you will also begin to 
appreciate its many relationships to other parts of the body. 
You will understand that the ear is not separate in any 
respect from all overall bodily structure and function. 

It does, however, have certain specific characteristics that 
make it a distinctive sensory organ, and I hope to be able 
to discuss some of these with you this afternoon. This dis- 
cussion will certainly be appropriate since I have listened 
to the preceding speakers tell their stories of the use of 
ear molds, the newer plastics as compared to the older 
plaster of Paris. 


Lack of Knowledge is Also Dangerous: 


I am reminded of patients presented at our seminars who 
had fenestration operations, for instance, and who subse- 
quently, as a result of poor response through the fenestra- 
tion operation, were looking for improvement through am- 
plification. 

Someone had put plaster of Paris into the fenestration 
cavity, and the patient ended up with what we call a foreign 
body. The plaster of Paris hardened quickly. Because of 
the peculiar nature of the fenestration cavity, it was im- 
possible to remove the plaster of Paris except by means of 
another surgical maneuver. That was a difficult thing for 
the patient to accept, to say nothing about the physician and 
the hearing aid dealer. 

The ear, with the canal and the drum membrane at the 
deep end of the canal, is changed following a fenestration 
operation. The opening of the lumen at the vestibule is 
relatively unchanged. But there is no longer a narrow, 
cone-shaped canal. In its place is a large, spread out cavity. 
When plaster of Paris was put in by one who did not under- 
stand, it spread throughout the whole area. Once it hardened, 
there was no way to get it out except by going through the 
back of the ear, pulling the foreign body forward and re- 
moving it with a forceps or some other instrument. 


The Ear is Located at the Crossroad of .he Body: 
The Respiratory and Alimentary Tracts 


Considering the unfortunate implications of such an oc- 
currence, we are that much more interested in an under- 
standing of the ear’s structure. We must first direct our 
attention, however, to certain aspects of the location of the 
ear. 

Because the drum membrane needs to vibrate freely in

order for the ear to hear, it must be placed over an air- 
containing cavity. This happens to be the middle ear cavity, 
or tympanum, but, unfortunately, to obtain its air, it must 
be connected to our respiratory system by means of the 
eustachian tube. The tube provides a fine channel for air 
from the back of the nose to the middle ear cavity over 
which the drum membrane is placed, but, by the same token, 
every disturbance in the respiratory system is reflected 
almost immediately to the ear. You can see that the nose, 
the sinuses, the tonsils and adenoids, the larynx, trachea, 
and lungs, as well as other structures located in and around 
the respiratory system, often have things go wrong. When 
they do, the ear suffers, too. We will talk more about this 
particular subject as we get warmed up. 


The Skin of Your Ear: 


Not only is the ear located in the middle of the respiratory 
and alimentary tracts, but, to add to its troubles, it carries 
a full layer of skin into the external auditory canal, all the 
way to the drum membrane. Now skin is a fine thing to 
have around, but because, in this instance, it channels deep 
into the bony structure of the head, certain changes occur, 
and we need to find out what they are. 


Skin Structure 


What is the structure of skin anywhere else in the body? 

kin has three layers. There is the top layer, the so-called 
Hornified layer, constantly replenishing itself. It scales, 
and when found on the scalp is called dandruff, which 
within limits, is normal. There should be a certain flaking 
that occurs in the scalp because that is an indication of 
normal skin function at the topmost layer. The same thing 
occurs in the ear. Many people reach into their ear, scratch 
around and come out with some flakes. They think then the 
end of the world is at hand. Actually, in a minimal amount, 
that is what you may expect from skin anywhere in the 
body, and the skin of the ear is no exception. 

The top layer, the horny layer, is replaced by the germinal 
layers that move up, where the blood vessels and the nerve 
ends come in. Also skin produces hair. In order to produce 
hair it has a hair follicle which is located in the deeper 
layers of the skin. The hair follicle is a separate place 
and has a separate cell growth. As the cell growth occurs 
the hair is formed and is extruded from the top of the 
follicle through the skin and that is where you see it. Hair 
continues to grow because there are growing cells at the 
bottom. They are constantly producing the hair. 

There is oily secretion connected to the hair follicle so 
that the hair then receives some of the oil appearing on the 
scalp and other places on the body, and providing a natural 
grooming of the hair. 

So we have, then, the hair follicle and the oil producing 
gland as a part of skin. In the ear skin you have the hair 
follicle also. The hair sticks out of the ear and serves a 
protective function. About a quarter of an inch inside you 
have the cerumen producing gland, which is a modification 
of the sweat gland. It is a specialized gland. Just as the 
eye has specialized glands in the upper and lower lids, so 
has the ear. In the ear it puts out a special substance called 
cerumen. Its less important name is ear wax. 


Changes that Occur in Skin: Effects on the Ear Canal 
and Hearing 


Any gland in the body that produces a secretion will 
respond according to such changes such as disease, emotion, 
stress, and worry. I suggest that the wax glands in the 
ear under certain circumstances react similarly. They are 
glands and are responsive to the same things and changes 
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that occur elsewhere in the body. Some people have more 
wax than others and some people have less wax than others. 
The amount is related to body changes and also to our indi- 
vidual differences. 


Wax production is an individual process. It may change in 
relation to disease, such as external otitis where there is not 
only excessive flakiness but actually a piling of debris. This 
debris comes off the skin as the result of infection and 
causes the wax production to become tremendous, or it may 
cut it off entirely. It depends on what the situation is going 
to be. The piling up of debris actually causes it to run 
out of the ear, and, it appears a white moist-looking sub- 
stance. Too often the external otitis is considered a run- 
ning ear of the kind that comes from the middle ear, but it 
is not. Often a “running” that comes from the middle ear, 
an otitis media, is considered to be an external otitis, which 
it is not. 

Now in the external ear, if we say that it consists of the 
auricle, with its various aspects on the outside, its indenta- 
tions, its hairs, the tragus (the point in front of the ear) and 
the external auditory canal, including the skin covering 
the external auditory canal and the skin covering the drum 
membrane, then we have defined the area with which you 
should be familiar and with which you must deal every day. 

We have discussed how the fenestration operation changes 
the structure. If you take a plaster of Paris impression, or 
if you want to make a mold for that kind of situation, the 
fenestration operation changes it and can cause trouble for 
the unknowing. We have also discussed how the skin, ex- 
tending in from the auricle, covers the drum membrane. If 
you had the opportunity to look -into the ear drum or ear 
canal with a reflected light, you would see the drum mem- 
brane an inch and a quarter from the vestibule. 

The drum membrane would have certain architectural 
characteristics, consisting of the protuberances of the 
hammer handle, the umbo, and the light reflex. As you 
viewed this surface (which is covered by a continuation of 
the skin of the canal). You would understand how certain 
skin diseases could extend over the external surface of the 
drum membrane, resulting in a hearing loss. 


Diseases 


Diseases of the external canal do not in and of themselves 
cause a hearing loss. Excess wax, or a foreign body caught 
in the canal may plug it up and the vibrations that are 
brought to the canal through the auricle are prevented from 
reaching the drum membrane over the obstruction. Then, 
of course, a hearing loss may result, but even then it is not 
a profound loss. It may amount to 30 or 40 decibels. 

There are diseases that occur as a result of the use of 
ear molds. Skin is especially susceptible to many allergic 
changes. The dermatologist’s offices are filled with patients 
who have skin diseases caused by allergies. If the ear is 
sensitive to one of the plastic agents, the skin may become 
sensitive in the canal including the face of the drum mem- 
brane. You have a reaction which causes “running of the 
ear” and many produce a hearing loss. 


The external canal may be involved in other ways. We 
don’t know why at the present time, but such things as 
cancer occur. We do know that if there is sufficient irrita- 
tion, in occasional instances, it may cause cancer. If there 
is sufficient irritation as a result of old infection, changes 
may occur in the skin. 

Remember, you can get a cancer of skin anywhere. In the 
skin of the ear it usually occurs somewhat inside of the ves- 
tibule. It may be a growth, with a little bleeding perhaps 
and a little discharge, a little moisture. When you look into 
the ear canal you see a very small growth. You take a 
piece of it and look at it through the microscope and it 
reveals the cancer. Those things occur rarely, but they do 
occur, and the physician keeps them in mind as he looks 
into the ear when a patient comes in with symptoms. 


The Middle Ear 


Now, the middle ear. When we talked about the location 
of the ear in the respiratory tract, depending on air coming 
through the back of the nose and up the eustachian tubes, 
let’s remember this: that the lining of the nose and the 
lining of the back part of the nose, and the nasopharynx, is 
the same as that of the eustachian tube. In our language we 
call it the respiratory epithelium, which means the super- 
ficial covering of the tissues in the nose, in the back part 
of the nose and up through the eustachian tubes into the 
ear. That epithelium actually performs a specialized func- 
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tion for respiration and it has hair cells on it. The hair 
cells in the nose take the mucus on the top of the lining 
and keep it moving back. Thus, the natural way for mucus 
to go is backward; and the natural way for any of us is to 
feel the collection of mucus in the back of the nose. It is 
unnatural, unless you have an overpowering infection in the 
nose, to blow the nose and force the secretion forward. Yet 
we do it all the time, and we teach our children to do it. 

A result of excessive nose blowing is that the air going 
down to the lungs is pushed up the eustachian tube. In some 
susceptible people it pushes the drum membrane out and a 
change occurs in the middle ear that, if continued over the 
years, will cause a hearing loss, middle ear disease. 

So the ear then will reflect all the changes that occur in 
the nose. When the middle ear is involved and the mucosa 
is changed, the lining of the middle ear is changed. You 
then may have a reduction in hearing and a patient looking 
for help. You may start off with a ringing in the ear. It 
may be the first sign that the patient actually has a sinus- 
itis. You look in the ear and one of the sinuses does not 
transmit the light and is filled with pus. An X ray may 
bring it out more directly. You treat the sinuses and in a 
limited number of instances the ringing in the ear will dis- 
appear if it is related to sinusitis. I want to be very certain 
that you understand that ringing in the ear comes from 
many causes and it cannot be handled as simply as that. 
Only the ringing in the ear that is related to sinusitis, which 
we treated and “cured”, will then clear up. 


Fluid in the Middle Ear 


Fluid may occur in the middle ear. It may fill the middle 
ear, and reduce the hearing acutely. We see it in children 
and we see more of it in adults, now, than previously. 

The fluid we see in the middle ear is called serous otitis 
media. It is not caused by the bacteria usually present in 
otitis media but may be something new or may be an 
allergy. These are some of the things that can go wrong 
with the eay structure and with the structures that are in 
the nose. 


The Inner Ear 


The inner ear is the final location of the nerve endings, 
floating, as it were, in a fluid we call the endolymphatic 
fluid. So the vibration carried by the auricle and channeled 
into the external auditory canal causes the drum to vibrate, 
passing over the ear ossicles into the stirrup. Here the 
third ear ossicle moves back and forth, changing as the 
vibration changes. 

Those nerves that float in the fluid move back and forth 
in the some way, let’s say, as weeds on the side of a pond 
would move if you threw a stone in it and get a rippling. 

Here the function of the ear is determined. It translates 
sound vibrations in the air into vibrations in fluid which are 
picked up by the nerve endings, taken along the eighth nerve 
into the brain where they are registered as sound.

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Cooperating With The Medical Profession 


THERE’S a right way and a wrong way to service, fit, 
and sell a hearing aid and the difference can deeply 
affect the lives of millions of Americans among the hard 
of hearing, their relatives, and their friends. 


The otologist can provide the most thorough diag- 
nosis, treatment, and recommendation, but if a mechan- 
ical hearing aid is essential, an improper hearing aid or 
improper service can prevent maximum benefits. It can 
leave the patient in a more hopeless situation as regards 
his acoustic rehabilitation than existed before he sought 
medical advice. 


The physician has had no official reference to guide 
him in advising the patient where he can be properly 
fitted and equipped. 

Facing these known facts hearing aid audiologists 
decided to do something about the situation through 
organization of the Society of Hearing Aid Audiologists 
as a means of setting standards and enforcing them. 


Now that the Society has been organized and is func- 
tioning, it is well to review what it can do, in coopera- 
tion with the medical profession, to help the estimated 
15,000,000 people in the U.S. who suffer from impaired 
hearing. 


Aim for Professional Competence 


One of the objectives of the Society, through its train- 
ing program, its examinations, and its certification of 
competent hearing aid audiologists is to assure profes- 
sional competence and reliability in service. 


The difference between competent and inadequate 
service in the office of the hearing aid audiologist can 
often mean the difference between continued uncompen- 
sated impairment of hearing or its correction. The best 
hearing aid in the world may be a worthless nuisance if 
it is not maintained in good operation, geared to the 
needs of the wearer. In addition to this result of im- 
proper service there is another even more costly and 
dangerous to the hard of hearing. The man who buys 
a hearing aid and through constant irritation and 
trouble proves to himself and to the world that he’s 
“one of those fellows who simply can’t use a hearing 
aid.” From then on, he deprives himself, his family and 
his associates of his ability to hear and understand. 


What Good Service Includes 


Good service includes making mechanical adjustments 
on the basis of the wearer’s needs as they develop from 
experience. It also includes adjusting the earpiece to the 
wearer. It calls for teaching the individual how to wear 
his instrument properly. Sometimes a thoughtful and 
competent hearing aid audiologist can help a hard-of- 
hearing person through the difficult period of adjust- 
ment by simply listening sympathetically to his troubles 
and explaining how and why many will gradually 
disappear. 


High Professional Standards Necessary 

The Society of Hearing Aid Audiologists’ program 
will provide careful examination to certify those who 
carry their interest past the sale and into the area of 
post-sale service. At the same time it will bar from its

list of certified hearing aid audiologists those who are 
incompetent or lack the conscientious interest to carry 
through a good service program. 


’ The fitting of a hearing aid is the beginning. It gets 
the person with impaired hearing off to a good start 
toward normal life or it starts him down the road to 
frustration and discouragement. High professional 
standards in fitting the aid can again make a big dif- 
ference in the life of the wearer, his family, his friends 
and business associates. 


Here the professional qualifications for measuring 
acoustical efficiency, the tolerance for amplification and 
the ability to interpret amplified sounds are of great 
importance. 


When to Refer Individuals to Physicians 


Other problems involving professional standards arise 
at the time of fitting. For instance, a hearing aid audi- 
ologist will often find pathological symptoms or foreign 
bodies during the course of his fitting. The certified 
hearing aid audiologist will do the obvious: refer the 
individual to a physician for examination and treatment. 

All children, for instance, should be sent to an 
otologist when they come for a fitting prior to such 
otological examination. In some instances, the hearing 
aid audiologist is the one person who is in a position to 
recognize that a hard-of-hearing person should be re- 
ferred for auditory training. 


Various persons in various types of work require 
different gain, different power and differently pitched 
microphones and receivers. 

There is the case of a man who worked in a bank and 
needed a hearing aid to deal with bank customers. How- 
ever, the rattle of office machines and the hammering of 
high heels on the marble floor drove him to distraction. 
His problem was solved by the fitting of a limited 
frequency response instrument. He couldn’t use this 
instrument effectively for listening to his symphonic 
records at home or for attending the symphony concerts, 
as he wanted to do regularly, but another instrument 
adequately filled this need. 


Finally the simple matter of good business ethics is a 
consideration recognized by the Society. Certification 
means the hearing aid audiologist provides approved 
instruments from a reliable manufacturer or manufac- 
turers, that service parts will be available, that instru- 
ments are well made, and there will be no misrepresen- 
tation. 


These qualifications present a big problem to the 
otologist who recommends a hearing aid and is then 
confronted with the question: “Where should I go for 
it?” The otologist frequently must take a big responsi- 
bility on his shoulders if he makes a recommendation 
since he rarely has personal knowledge of all qualifica- 
tions of any particular dealer. On the other hand he 
leaves the door open to disappointment and continued 
uncompensated impaired hearing if he dodges the re- 
sponsibility by refusing to make a recommendation. 
The establishment of a registry of certified hearing aid 
audiologists, placed in the hands of every eye, ear, nose 
and throat specialist in the country, seeks to answer 
this problem.

and the medical profession, such ac- 
ceptance being due largely to Mr. 
Coil’s efforts; BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Executive Committee of 
International Hearing Aid Associa- 
tion and the Board of Directors of 
the Society of Hearing Aid Audio- 
logists do hereby extend to Mr. Coil 
their appreciation of his efforts on 
behalf of both associations during 
the past year and their full confi- 
dence in his integrity and ability to 
carry on the affairs of International 
Hearing Aid Association and the 
Society of Hearing Aid Audiolo- 
gists in the future. 


Mr. Lorence Resigns as 
Secretary and Treasurer 


Mr. Lorence tendered his resigna- 
tion as Secretary and Treasurer of 
the International Hearing Aid As- 
sociation effective as of the end of 
the meeting. On the motion of Mr. 
Metcalfe and seconded by Mr. Zan- 
olli, a resolution of acceptance was 
unanimously adopted. 





Mr. Harper Appointed 
Secretary and Treasurer 


‘After the adoption of the resolu- 
tion, Mr. Wood, as Vice President 
of the International Hearing Aid 
Association, appointed Charles Har- 
per as Secretary and Treasurer of 
the International Hearing Aid As- 
sociation, to finish out the unex- 
pired term of Mr. Lorence. Mr. 
Harper accepted the appointment. 
There was no objection to this ap- 
pointment by any person present. 


Budgets Discussed 


A discussion was held on the bud- 
gets of both associations. It was 
recognized that some of the ex- 
penses would overlap in view of the 
fact of Mr. Coil’s serving as Execu- 
tive Secretary of both associations 
and as both associations were using 
the same offices as headquarters. 
There were also other fixed ex- 
penses which would be hard to ap- 
portion. In view of this and after a 
discussion, the following resolution 
was proposed by Mr. Metcalfe and 
seconded by Mr. Absalom, each act- 
ing on behalf of both organizations, 
and was unanimously approved: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Ex- 
ecutive Secretary obtain approval 
from either the Executive Commit- 
tee of the International Hearing 
Aid Association or the Board of 
Directors of the Society of Hearing 
Aid Audiologists for any expendi- 
ture other than usual and ordinary 
expenses of over $200.00 which he 
may propose to make or incur on 
behalf of either organization; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED 
that the Executive Secretary in co- 
operation with the Treasurer, pre- 
sent to the respective Boards quar- 
terly an itemized list of all 
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expenditures made on behalf of 
either association, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED 
that all fixed expenses of the two 
associations be apportioned between 
the two associations, namely, the 
International Hearing Aid Associa- 
tion and the Society of Hearing Aid 
Audiologists annually on the basis 
of the gross income of each associa- 
tion. 

On the motion of Mr. Absalom 
and seconded by Mrs. Lyons, the Ex- 
ecutive Board of the International 
Hearing Aid Association unani- 
mously adopted the following reso- 
lution: 

BE IT RESOLVED that checks 
or notes issued by or on behalf of 
the International Hearing Aid As- 
sociation must be signed by the 
Treasurer, together with either the 
Executive Secretary, the President 
or the Vice President. 

Mr. Harvey proposed the same 
resolution on behalf of the Society 
of Hearing Aid Audiologists and 
Mr. Absalom seconded the same. 

Upon being put to a vote of the 
members of the Board of Directors 
of the Society of Hearing Aid Au- 
diologists, the same was unanimous- 
ly carried. 


New Class of Members Created 


A discussion was had of means of 
increasing the income of the Inter- 
national Hearing Aid Association. 
It was proposed that a new class of 
memberships be established, name- 
ly, sustaining members and con- 
tributing members; that the dues 
for sustaining members be $200.00 
a year and that the dues for con- 
tributing members be $100.00 a 
year, but that these classes of mem- 
berships should have no different 
or other privileges in the associa- 
tion from the regular membership 
as established in the By-laws. 

On the motion made by Mr. Met- 
calfe and seconded by Mr. Zanolli, 
the resolution was unanimously 
adopted: creating these 2 new 
classes of memberships. The Execu- 
tive Secretary was directed to pro- 
vide suitable membership certifi- 
cates showing that the holder was a 
sustaining or contributing member, 
as the case may be. 


Five board members immediately 
subscribed to the sustaining mem- 
berships, one to a contributing 
membership. 

Mr. Coil proposed that regional 
meetings be arranged in strategic- 
ally located cities, such meetings to 
be on a self-paying basis. He pointed 
out that many people could not at- 
tend the annual convention because

of the distance and expense in- 
volved, but would attend a meeting 
in their own part of the country. 
The members of the Boards present 
felt that such meetings would be 
beneficial, and the Executive Secre- 
tary was instructed to arrange such 
meetings if they could be held-with- 
out substantial additional expense 
to the organizations. 

There being no further business 
to come before the Executive Board 
of the Board of Directors of Inter- 
national Hearing Aid Association, 
the meeting of that Board was 
adjourned. 


Meeting of Board of Governors 
of the Society of Hearing Aid 
Audiologists Held in August 


Those present at the Board of 
Governors of the Society of Hear- 
ing Aid Audiologists were: Thorn- 
ton Zanolli, Charles Harper, Andy 
Harvey, Walter Metcalfe, George 
Absalom, Harold Otten, Grover C. 
Coil, Executive Director and Felix 
Visk, Assistant Secretary. 

Mr. Zanolli presided as Chairman 
and Mr. Visk acted as Secretary of 
the meeting. 

Mr. Zanolli reported that the fol- 
lowing persons had been contacted 
and asked to serve on the Advisory 
Board of the Society of Hearing Aid 
Audiologists, namely, Dr. Dean 
Lierle of the University of Iowa, 
Dr. Kenneth Day of Pittsburgh, Dr. 
Aram Glorig of Washington, D. C., 
and Dr. Richard Marcus of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 

It was further reported that Dr. 
Marcus had tentatively agreed to 
help work up and direct a home 
study course for hearing aid audio- 
logists. It was further reported that 
Dr. Dean Lierle of the University 
of Iowa suggested that conducted 
tours of applicants for certification 
through the clinics and other facil- 
ities of the University of Illinois or 
some other suitable place be pro- 
vided as part of an examination and 
lecture course, at such times as 
would be convenient to the Univer- 
sity and the members of the Society. 

It was suggested that it would be 
helpful to the membership if the 
Executive Secretary would prepare 
and send out to the membership 
advertisements regarding certifica- 
tion which could be used as a stand- 
ard of comparison in the individuai 
company’s advertising. Whereupon, 
on motion of Andy Harvey, sec- 
onded by Walter Metcalfe, the fol- 
lowing resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 

WHEREAS, the Board of Gov- 


ernors is of the opinion that any . 


advertising using the term “Certi- 
fied Hearing Aid Audiologist” or 
referring to membership in this 
Society must be carefully regulated 
in order to maintain the prestige 
of the Society. 

BE IT RESOLVED that no mem- 
ber of the Society shall use any ad- 
vertising referring in any way to 
the Society, its work, or purposes 
without first having the approval, 
in writing, of such advertisement 
by the Executive Director except 
that any member shall be privileged 
to use in his advertising the words 
“Certified Hearing Aid Audiologist” 
provided that such words shall not 
appear in print larger than 12 point 
type, (These words are set in 
12 point type.) provided fur- 
ther, however, that this Board here- 
by recommends to the membership 
that type not larger that 8 point be 
used for such wording. (These words 
are set in 8 point type.) 

The Executive Director was di- 
rected to prepare from time to time 
advertisements concerning the pur- 
poses, objects, and membership of 
the Society, copies of which he shall 
send to all the membership to be 
used by them in conjunction with 
their own advertising wherever 
possible. 

The subject of the code of ethics 
was discussed and it was finally de- 
cided that all members of the Board 
should suggest subjects to be cov- 
ered by the code of ethics and for- 
ward the same to Mr. Coil. (All 
members are likewise invited to 
make suggestions. ) 

The Board Members were further 
asked to suggest names for the 
Grievance Committee and the Edu- 
cational Committee and to forward 
the same to Mr. Coil. 


It was pointed out that Mr. Met- 
calfe and Mr. Harper were appoint- 
ed to the Board by the President to 
fill vacancies caused by resigna- 
tions, and that such appointments 
should be approved. 


Thereupon, upon motion of Mr. 
Absalom, seconded by Mr. Harvey, 
a resolution was unanimously 
adopted: that the appointment by 
the President of the Society of Mr. 
Metcalfe as Director and Mr. Har- 
per as Treasurer of the Society of 
Hearing Aid Audiologists be and 
the same is hereby ‘approved, such 
appointments to be effective as of 
July 1, 1952. 

Further business to come before 
the Board consisted entirely of ex- 
amining over three hundred appli- 
cations for certification. The rest of 
the day until 10 o’clock P.M. was 
devoted to this task.

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Bylaws 


The purposes of the SOCIETY OF HEAR- 
ING AID AUDIOLOGISTS shall be 

To promote the welfare, insofar as hearing 
is concerned, of the hard of hearing public. 

To improve the methods of selling, fitting 
- using hearing aids, and to improve such 
aids. 

To determine and fix standards of attain- 
ment and conduct in the field of fitting 
hearing aids of all persons who may hold 
themselves to be Hearing Aid Audiologists. 

To examine and pass upon the qualifica- 
tions of all persons fitting hearing aids who 
wish to be certified as Hearing Aid Audi- 
ologists. 

To certify to the qualifications of such 
persons representing themselves to be Hear- 
ing Aid Audiologists who shall meet the 
standards fixed by the Society. 

To promulgate and enforce among its 
members ethics which shall govern certified 
Hearing Aid Audiologists in their dealings 
with the public and with each other. 

To cooperate with and to encourage the 
cooperation of its members with manu- 
facturers of hearing aids, and one another, 
with members of the medical professions, 
other persons working in the field of audi- 
ology, and with the public. 


Article I 
MEMBERS 
1. The members of this Association shall 
be of one class and shall consist of all 
persons certified as Hearing Aid Audiologists 
by the Board for Certification of the INTER- 
NATIONAL HEARING AID ASSOCIATION 
at the time of the adoption of these by-laws, 
and all other persons who shall hereafter be 
certified by the SOCIETY OF HEARING 
AID AUDIOLOGISTS. 
2. All members shall have one vote which 
may be cast in person or by proxy. 


Article II 
OFFICERS 

1. The Officers shall consist of a President, 
Executive Director, five directors, all of 
whom shall comprise the Board of Governors, 
a Secretary-Treasurer, and a Vice President, 
both of whom shall be elected from the 
membership of the Board as hereinafter set 
forth. 

2. The President shall be elected by the 
membership at its first annual meeting and 
at the annual meeting held each fifth year 
thereafter. He shall hold office for one term 
of five years. 

3. The Vice President shall be elected by 
the Board of Governors from among its 
membership and shall serve for one term of 
five years unless he succeeds to the presi- 
dency, in which event he shall serve out the 
balance of the term of President whom he 
succeeds, and the Board shall thereupon 
choose another of its members to serve as 
Vice President for the balance of the term 
vacated by the succession of the Vice Presi- 
dent to the Presidency, 

4. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be elect- 
ed annually by and from the members of the 
Board of Governors for a one year term, 
which term shall begin at the close of each 
annual meeting. 

5. Five directors shall be elected, one 
from each of the following territories: (a) 
The Northeast Territory comprising Maine, 
Vermont, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, New Jersey and New York, to- 
gether with the Eastern Provinces of the 
Dominion of Canada, namely, Ontavio, Que- 
bec, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and New- 
foundland. 

(b) The Southeast Territory comprising 
Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Florida, Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas and Louisiana. 

(c) The Middle West Territory compris- 
ing Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana, Michigan, Ili- 
nois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa and 
Missouri. 

(d) The Southwest Territory comprising 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, Colorado, New 
Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Nevada, Southern 
California and Republic of Mexico. (Being 
that part of the State of California lying 
south of the northern boundaries of the 
counties of San Louis Obispo, Kern, and 
Sar Bernardino. 

(e) The Northwest Territory comprising 
the Northern part of California (being that 
part of the State of California not included 
in the Southwest Territory), Nebraska, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, 
Wyoming, Idaho, Washington and Oregon 
together with the western provinces of the 
Dominion of Canada, namely, Yukon, British 
Columbia, Mackenzie, Keewatin, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 
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6. At the annual meeting held in the 
year 1952 a director from the Northeast 
Territory shall be elected for one year, from 
the Southeast Territory for two years, from 
the Southwest Territory for three years, 
trom the Northwest Territory for four years, 
and from the Middle West Territory for five 
years. Thereafter, directors shall be elected 
at the annual meeting at the close of which 
their term expires, for a period of five years. 

7. No person shall be eligible to office in 
the Society unless he shall be a member in 
good standing of the Society. No person 
shall hold any office or act as a member of 
the Board of Governors unless he shall have 
been actively engaged, for a period of not 
less than three years immediately preced- 
ing his election, in the fitting and selling of 
hearing aids at retail; Provided that the 
above prohibition shall not apply to the 
office of Executive Director, Nec person en- 
gaged in the manufacture of hearing aids 
nor any officer or employee of any person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the manu- 
facture of hearing aids shall be eligible to 
hold any office in the Society or serve as a 
member of the Board of Governors. All 
persons elected to office shall serve for the 
terms set forth above or until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. 

8. Neither the President or Secretary- 
Treasurer shall be eligible to succeed himself 
as such President or Secretary-Treasurer, 
as the case may be, except that any person 
succeeding to the Presidency by reason of 
having been elected Vice President, and who 
shall have served as President less than 
three years, may be again elected to the 
Presidency. 

. The Executive Director shall be em- 
ployed by the Board of Governors for a term 
of five years at a salary to be fixed from 
time to time by the Board. The Board may 
from time to time hire such other persons 
to serve the Society as they shall deem 
necessary. 

Article III 
DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS 
A. OFFICERS: 

1. The President shall be the Chief Execu- 
tive of the Society. He shall preside at all 
meetings of the Society or the Board of 
Governors. He shall appoint all Committees 
with the approval of a majority of the Board 
of Governors. He shall see that all rules 
and regulations of the Society are enforced. 

2. In the event the office of Secretary- 
Treasurer or that of any director shall be- 
come vacant, the President may appoint a 
person to fill such office so vacated until the 
next annual meeting, such appointment to 
take effect at once, provided that such ap- 
pointment shall be submitted to the next 
meeting of the Board of Governors for its 
approval or rejection. If rejected a new 
appointment shall be made by the President 
and submitted to the Board in the same 
manner. 

3. The Vice President shall succeed to the 
office of President in the event of a vacancy 
in that office, and shall preside at all meet- 
ings of the Society or Board of Governors 
when the President is absent. 

4. The Secretary-Treasurer shall keep all 
records of the Society, collect and keep in a 
depository designated by the Board of Gover- 
nors all dues or other moneys received by 
the Society, approve and pay all obligations 
of the Society, make reports of the affairs 
of the Society to the Board of Governors, 
and the Society, as often as shall be required 
by the Board of Governors, but not less 
often than once each year. 

5. The Executive Director shall have 
supervision of the Society under the direc- 
tion of the President, Seretary-Treasurer, 
and Board of Governors. He shall assist the 
President, Vice President, and Secretary- 
Treasurer in their duties. He shall collect 
all dues and assessments, and deliver the 
same to the Secretary-Treasurer. prepare 
all necessary forms, shall annually make 
recommendations to the Board of Governors, 
investigate and render written reports to 
the Grievance Committee, or the Board of 
Governors, concerning all complaints made 
against any member, and to that end he may 
require any member to appear before him 
in person or in writing, and answer such 
complaint or give evidence under oath con- 
cerning the same. He shall maintain liaison 
with other professional groups interested in 
the field of Audiology and shall attend any 
meetings of such groups as shall come to 
his notice, or which he shall be directed to 
attend by the President or Board. He shall 
perform such other duties or requirements 
as are usual and customary for the office. 
B. BOARD OF GOVERNORS: 

1.. The Board of Governors shall consist 
of the President, the five directors from the 


various districts, together with the Execu- 
tive Director. All shall have one vote on all 


matters coming before them. A quorum of 
the Board shall consist of any four members 
thereof. 


2. The Board shall meet on the days pre- 


ceding and following each annual meeting 
and as often during the year as it shall be 
called into session by the President. Pro- 
vided, however, that if any three members 
of the Board shall desire a meeting of the 
Board, they shall notify the President of that 
fact together with their reasons for desiring 
such meeting. The President shall issue a 
eall for such meeting within fourteen (14) 
days from the date of mailing of such notice 
addressed to him at the Headquarters of the 
Society, such meeting to be held not less 
than thirty (30) days after the expiration 
of such fourteen (14) day period. 

3. The Board may appoint an Assistant 
Secretary-Treasurer to serve for a period of 
one year from the date of such appointment 
or any shorter period as determined by the 
Board. 

4, The Board shall fix all dues and other 
fees of the Society. 

5. The Board of Governors shall consti- 
tute the national Board for Certification, 
and shall pass on all applications for mem- 
bership as hereinafter set forth 

6. The Board shall maintain an official 
register of all members and from time to 
time, and not less often than once each year, 
cause to be published a list of all members 
of the Society. 


Article IV 
REQUIREMENTS FOR MEMBERSHIP 


1. Each member shall conform to the fol- 
lowing requirements: 

I. QUALIFICATIONS FOR INDIVIDUALS 
A. MINIMUM TRAINING AND 

iggy eee gine REQUIRED 
Actual experience with supervision in 
the fitting of hearing aids for a period 
of not less than two years, and ac- 
tively engaged in the retail sale of 
hearing aids; or 
Actual experience in formal appren- 
ticeship with supervision equivalent to 
that of the Veterans’ Training Pro- 
gram as approved by the Veterans’ 
Administration; or 
3. Outstanding professional attainment 

generally recognized in the industry, 

which meets special criteria approved 
by the Board; or 

4. Completion of a course of study in 
the fitting of hearing aids in a school 
approved by the Board as maintaining 

satisfactory standards, receiving a 

certificate or degree from such school, 

certifying to the satisfactory comple- 
tion of said course of study, and one 
year’s experience in the fitting of 
hearing aids; or 

5. Any satisfactory completion of school- 
ing, experience or attainment which 
the Board shall consider clearly to 
meet the requirements of a qualified 
hearing aid audiologist, provided that 
written findings are made by the 

Board disclosing the consideration 

made, governing approval of any ap- 

plicant of these provisions; and PRO- 

VIDED that all experience and super- 

sion required under paragraphs 1, 2, 

4, and 5 shall be of the type and 

character approved by the Board. 
B. COMPETENCY 

1. The signature of three qualified per- 
sons, one of whom must be a regis- 
tered physician, preferably an Otolo- 
gist; and 
The signature of his present or last 
employer if obtainable; if self em- 
ployed, a satisfactory document of 
evidence must be submitted with ap- 
plication; and 
His own signed statement. 

All of which shall provide convincing testi- 
mony as to the ability of the applicant to 
meet the basic requirements hereby set 
forth as follows: 

The Board shall certify as qualified, only 
those persons competent to make ear im- 
pressions or casts, to make a hearing analy- 
sis, and to fit or adjust a hearing aid so that 
it satisfactorily carries out its intended 
functions. 

C. CHARACTER 

Satisfactory evidence must be submitted, 
and the Board must be convinced of the 
applicant’s character and integrity before 
qualifying said applicant for certification. 

The initial fee for certification shall be 
$25.00 ($15.00 of which is to be returned 
if applicant should be not approved). The 
annual renewal fee shall be $10.00 payable 
upon receipts of annual renewal billing by 
the Board. Continuance of certification is 
conditional upon annual renewal of certifi- 
cate, by payment of fee and approval of the 
Board. 

Each applicant shall make the following 
affidavit:

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“I do hereby affirm that all statements 
made in this application are true and cor- 
rect to the best of my knowledge and 
belief; that I will submit to examina- 
tion for the purpose of testing my com- 
petency as herein required, at such time 
and place and to such extent as may be 
specified by the Board.” 

Furthermore, the applicant shall furnish 
a statement in his own words concerning his 
qualifications for certification, including 
reference to the kind of training he has had, 
the outstanding professional attainment he 
can cite, etc. The applicant will make this 
statement as long as necessary, including 
why he believes himself qualified to be cer- 
tified, and giving a brief summary of the 
responsibilities at his place of employment 
or business during the year preceding the 
date of his application. 


II, QUALIFICATIONS FOR APPLICANT 
FIRMS 


Individual Offices of any firm, company, 
co-partnership, sole proprietorship, or cor- 
poration whose principal business is that 
of selling and servicing hearing aids at re- 
tail, may be designated as certified providing 
that such office shall meet the standards set 
up by these by-laws and as may hereafter 
be established by the Board of Governors, 
and payment of required fees. Each office 
or branch office shall be individually cer- 
tified and such certification shall remain in 
effect so long as the annual fees are paid, 
and the office continues to meet the require- 
ments for such certification of the Society. 

Offices so certified shall be provided with 
certificates and insignia which shall remain 
the property of the Society under the same 
conditions as set forth in Article IV, Sec- 
tion 2: : : 

To be qualified for certification as a firm 
requires that the applicant shall: ' 

1. Have Certified Hearing Aid Audiolo- 
gists in sufficient numbers to give 
personal supervision in all cases, i.e. 
all personnel responsibly related to 
fitting. hearing aids MUST be Certified 
Hearing Aid Audiologists; and 
Have a suitable building or place of 
business which provides as a mini- 
mum, adequate facilities and proper 
records; and which meets al] local 
health and fire department specifica- 
tions applicable to this kind of estab- 
lishment; and with neat and clean 
facilities; and present evidence of ade- 
quate Mal-Practice Insurance cover- 
age; and 
Provide private fitting or demonstra- 
tion rooms adequate for performing 
the necessary functions; and 
Conform to the Trade Practice Rules 
as promulgated by this Society and 
the Federal Trade Commission, and 
such other regulatory bodies as the 
Board may from time to time recog- 
nize. 

Fees for member Firms shall be $50.00 
($40.00 of which is to be returned if firm 
should be not approved), which $50.00 shall 
include the fee for one individual applicant 
from the same firm providing such indi- 
vidual shall be eligible and submit the proper 
application as provided under Article IV, 
Section 1. The annual renewal fee shall be 
$25.00 for a main office, and $2.50 for each 
additional office. All firm certificate re- 
newals shall be on the same conditions as 
individual renewals. Each applicant firm shall 
make the following affidavit: 

“I, the undersigned principal executive 
of the firm named hereon, do herewith 
make application for certification, by and 
within the International Hearing Aid As- 
sociation; and do hereby affirm that all 
statements hereon or appended hereto, 
are true and correct to the best of my 
knowledge and belief. I do hereby con- 
sent to inspection of the establishment 
described above, by the Board, or its 
duly authorized representative.” 

2. Any person desiring to become a mem- 
ber of this Society shail make application to 
the Executive Director on forms to he fur- 
nished by him. When the Executive Director 
shall receive such application together with 
the prescribed fee, he shall examine the 
same, and if the application indicates that 
the applicant is prima facie qualified for 
membership, he shall present the same to 
the Board for their approval or disapproval. 
If five members of the Board approve such 
application, they shall endorse the same 
“Approved”, and attach their signatures 
thereto. Whereupon, the Executive Director 
shall submit the name of each applicant to 
the membership of the Society. If within 30 
days after such name is submitted no ob- 
jections to such application are received, the 
applicant shall be deemed approved and shall 
be deemed a member of the Society. If any 
member desires to object to any applicant, 
he shall send his objections in writing to 
the Executive Director, who shall present 
the same to the Board. If a majority of the 
Board shall find such objection well-founded, 
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the application shall be rejected. If after 
consideration a majority of the Board shall 
decide that such objection does not show the 
applicant to be unqualified for membership, 
they shall so note in the Minutes of the 
Society and the applicant shall then. be 
deemed a member. 

3. If the Executive Director shall find 
that the applicant does not fulfill all re- 
quirements, he shall return the application 
for correction or as rejected, as the case 
may require. Any applicant rejected by the 
Executive Director may send his application 
to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Society for 
consideration by the Board, and in the event 
of approval by the Board he shall be deemed 
a member, as though no rejection of his 
application had ever been had. 

The Board of Governors may amend in 
any manner the foregoing requirements for 
certification, but no amendment shall be 
retroactive. 

5. All members shall be furnished with a 
Certificate which shall state that he had 
been found by the Society to be qualified as 
a Hearing Aid Audiologist, together with 
such other insignia, such as office signs, etc., 
as the Board of Governors shall authorize. 
Member firms shall be furnished with similar 
Certificates stating that the firm, as such, 
conforms to the standards of the Society. 

6. All certificates and other insignia shall 
at all times be and remain the property of 
the Society and shall be furnished for display 
by the Member only. Whenever any person 
or firm ceases to be a Member, all insignia 
and certificates shall be promptly returned 
to the organization. In order to insure such 
return, the Board of Governors may require 
a deposit of money before such certificate 
and insignia are delivered to the Member, 
such deposit to be returned upon the sur- 
render of such Certificate and insignia. 


Article V 
GRIEVANCE COMMITTEE 


1. The Board of Governors shall appoint 
a Grievance Committee consisting of three 
members who shall hear all complaints con- 
cerning members of the Society which shall 
be referred to it, and to this end may re- 
quire any member to appear before it and 
give evidence concerning such complaint. The 
Committee may require any evidence given 
before it to be given under oath or affirma- 
tion. 

2. After hearing any complaints the Com- 
mittee shall report its findings to the Board 
of Governors together with its recommende- 
tions. If required by the Board, the Com- 
mittee shall meet in person with the Board 
to advise with it on any matter heard by 
the Committee. 

8. If the Board shall find the complaint 
justified, it shall take such action against 
the party found guilty of an infraction of 
the rules or code of ethics of the Society as 
they shall deem fitting and proper, in view 
of the gravity of the offense. In its discre- 
tion the Board may: 

(a) File its opinion on the complaint with 
the Executive Director to be held for 
future reference, 

(b) Reprimand the member found guilty 
and file the complaint as above de- 
scribed, 

(c) Fine the member a sum not to exceed 

$200.00. 
Suspend the member for a period not 
to exceed one year from the privi- 
leges of the Society, provided that 
such suspension shall not constitute a 
waiver of dues from the period of sus- 
pension, and fine such member in a 
sum not to exceed $200.00, and 

(e) Expel the member from membership. 

4. If any member so found guilty and fined 
shall fail to pay such fine within thirty (30) 
days, or any further time granted by the 
Board on good cause shown, he shall be 
automatically expelled from membership. 

5. Any member who shall become delin- 
quent more than six months in payment of 
regular dues shall cease to be a member of 
the Society. The Board may fix such other 
penalties for late payment of dues as it may 
see fit. Such member may be reinstated by 
making application as in the case of an 
original application, including the initial fees, 
to the Executive Director, accompanied by 
a sum equal to all past and current dues, 
and upon the approval of such application, 
by the Board of Governors, such person shall 
again become a member in good standing, 
provided that the Board may remit such 
portion of past unpaid dues as may be 
deemed equitable. 

6. Any member expelled by action of the 
Board may be reinstated by filing a petition 
asking for such reinstatement with the Ex- 
ecutive Director, who shall present the same 
to the Society together with the recommen- 
dation of the Board of Governors as to 
whether or not it should be allowed at the 
next annual meeting. If a majority of the 
members present and voting in person or by 
proxy at such meeting vote to reinstate such 


person, he shall again be reinstated to mem- 
bership by paying all fines and past dues, 
including dues for the time during which he 
was expelled or suspended. Provided, how- 
ever, that if such expulsion or suspension 
continues for more than two (2) years, he 
shall upon petitioning for reinstatement, 
again submit to the Board for examination 
as to his qualifications as a Hearing Aid 
Audiologist in the same manner as an origi- 
nal applicant. 


Article VI 
ADVISORY BOARD 

1. The Board of Governors shall from time 
to time appoint an Advisory Board to sit 
with the Board of Governors whenever the 
Board of Governors shall deem it advisable 
to have the advice of such Advisory Board. 

2. The Advisory Board shall consist of 
the President of the I. H. A. A., two Doctors 
of Medicine who shall be recognized as 
specialists in the field of Otology and two 
persons active in related fields of Audiology, 
together with such other persons as the 
Board may from time to time select. 

8. The member of the Advisory Board 
shall not have a vote on any matter con- 
sidered by the Board of Governors. 


Article VII 
AMENDMENTS 


1. Amendments to these By-Laws may be 
proposed by any member of the Society. If 
approved by a majority vote of the Board 
of Governors, such Amendment shall be 
presented to the next annual meeting for 
approval or rejection of the members present. 
If approved by a majority of the members 
present at such meeting, the Amendment 
shall immediately become a part of the By- 
Laws. 

2. If any Amendment approved by the 
Board shall be considered of an urgent nature 
by at least five members of the Board of 
Governors, who shall so vote, then such 
Amendment shall be effective as soon as 
adopted by the Board. Provided, however, 
that such Amendment shall be presented to 
the next annual meeting of the Society and 
may be accepted or rejected by a majority 
vote of such members. If rejected, the 
Amendment shall be considered repealed from 
the time of such rejection. 


Article VIII 


1. The fiscal year of the Society shall be 
the Calendar year. 


2. The annual meeting shall be held be- 


tween June Ist and July 31st of each year, 
at a time and place to be fixed by the Board. 
Notice of such meeting shall be given to 
all members not less than sixty (60) days 
preceding the date for such meeting. 

8. All files of the Society shall be con- 
fidential, and shall be available only to the 
Board of Governors and persons authorized 
by them in writing to examine the same. 


Article IX 
NOMINATING COMMITTEE 


At the close of each annual meeting the 

President shall appoint a Nominating Com- 
mittee of five members, one of whom shall 
be from each district, and three of whom 
shall not be officers or members of the Board 
of Governors. It shall be the duty of the 
Nominating Committee to select persons to 
fill all vacancies for member of the Board of 
Governors (except the Executive Director), 
which shall be vacated at the next annual 
meeting, and to present such names to the 
Executive Director, not less than 90 days 
prior to the annual meeting, at which such 
officers are to be voted upon. 
_ The Executive Director shall send such 
list, together with a complete outline pre- 
senting the nominee’s qualifications for the 
office for which he has been nominated, to 
the members, not less than thirty (30) days 
prior to such meeting. Any member present 
at the meeting may place in nomination for 
any office to be filled at the meeting, the 
name of any member who is eligible to hold 
such office. 


Article X 


1. Groups of members of the Society 
working in contiguous territory may form 
local societies provided that such local so- 
ciety shall immediatley apply for a charter 
from this Society on forms to be furnished 
by the Executive Director. All such applica- 
tions shall be considered by the Board of 
Governors at the meeting next succeeding 
the receipt of such application, and if ap- 
proved, the Board shall direct the Executive 
Secretary to issue a charter to such local 
group. 

2. The officers of such chartered Socie- 
ties shall advise with the Board of Governors 
of this Society cn applications and com- 
plaints against members arising in the terri- 
tory of such chartered local society. 

These By-Laws shall be printed and dis- 
tributed to all members of the Society.
